I.  Program Description:
Jail Officer Training is the single program activity supported by the Board on Jail Officer Standards and Training.
Activities of the Board are either involved directly with jail officer training or in support of such training. The training
encompasses all jail officers in the state (county, municipal and youth detention). The Board develops and administers
the curriculum and approves training delivery systems. In support of the jail officer training effort, the Board monitors
compliance with the law, conducts research to insure program applicability and assist agencies by funding of the
mandated training.

In 1999 the Legislature found that the administration of county jails (including municipal jails and youth detention
facilities in the year 2000) are of statewide concern, and that the activities of jail officers are important to the health,
safety and welfare of the people of this state and are of such nature as to require education and training of a
professional nature for jail officers.
